President Barack Obama's re- 
election campaign yesterday 
charged that top Republican 
White House hopefuls Mitt 
Romney and Newt Gingrich 
had alienated Latino voters 
with "extreme rhetoric" on 
immigration. 

In a memo sent to journa¬ 
lists, the campaign said Rom¬ 
ney and Gingrich "may very 
well have already sealed the 
political fate of their party 
with the Hispanic electorate - 
- the fastest growing voting 
bloc in the country." 

"Their extreme rhetoric on 
immigration during the tele¬ 
vised debates has rejected our 
history as a nation of immi¬ 
grants and alienated millions 
of Hispanic voters nation¬ 
ally," said "Obama for Amer¬ 
ica" pollster Sergio Bendixen 
and Director of Hispanic 


Press Gabriela Demonzain. 

The Democratic assault on 
Romney and Gingrich came 
one day before Florida's no¬ 
minating primary, a key bat¬ 
tle in the war for the 
Republican nomination to 
take on Obama in the No¬ 
vember elections. 

Roughly 22.5 percent of 
the population in Florida, a 
critical battleground, is of 
Hispanic origin, as is 16.3 
percent for the United States 
as a whole, and Obama en¬ 
joys a robust lead over his po¬ 
tential rivals nationwide 
among the group. 

He would beat Romney 
67-25 percent and Gingrich 
70-22 percent in a hypotheti¬ 
cal match-up today among 
Hispanics, according to a 
public opinion poll by Univi¬ 
sion/ Latino Decisions.

The Aruba Airport and the 
government are extremely 
pleased with the results of 
2011 with respect to passenger 
arrivals to our Queen Beatrix 
International Airport and for 
the increase in airline traffic 
and new airlines that have been 
added. 

Spokesman for the Amba 
Airport Authority, Hendrik 
Croes, reported that the in¬ 
crease was a whopping 5.4%.

Frederique Pon visits Prime 
Minister and Minister of

Last Friday the Minister of Fi¬ 
nance and Energy, Mike de 
Meza, met with the permanent 
commission of Parliament on 
Finance and Energy to provide 
them a detailed explanation of 
the global, regional and local 
energy situation. Present at this

The government is 
continuing to do everything 
possible to find a solution for 
the situation of the Valero 
Aruba Refinery.

The Netherleuids asked to 
orgeuiise third nuclear 
security summit 


The Netherlands could be 
hosting the third - and for the 
time being last - summit on nu¬ 
clear security in 2014. 

In a letter to parliament For¬ 
eign Minister Uri Rosenthal 
says a decision will be taken 
by government leaders at a 
second summit in South Korea 
at the end of March. Mr 
Rosenthal writes that the 
Dutch government has reacted 
positively to the request from 
the current chair South Korea 
to host the next summit. 


The delegates will discuss 
measures to reduce the threat of 
nuclear terrorism and crack 
down on the illegal trade in nu¬ 
clear materials. “Nuclear ter¬ 
rorism is one of the greatest 
and most acute threats to global 
security,” writes Mr Rosenthal. 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
will lead the Dutch delegation 
to the summit in Seoul. The 
first nuclear security summit 
was held in 2010 after US 
President Barack Obama initi¬ 
ated the idea

JUBA (AFP) - Up to half a 
million starving refUgees could 
flee violence in Sudan within 
months, sparking a massive 
food crisis in newly independ¬ 
ent South Sudan, the UN’s 
World Food Program (WFP) 
has warned. 

WFP’s Deputy Executive 
Director Ramiro Lopes da 
Silva said relief agencies were 
preparing for the worst, with 
Sudan’s government in Khar¬ 
toum blocking emergency aid 
into border regions where it is 


battling rebel forces. 

’’The numbers being used 
for planning purposes in the 
context of a worst case sce¬ 
nario, we are speaking of some¬ 
where between 300-500,000 
people” set to flee to South 
Sudan, Da Silva said. ”In a cou¬ 
ple of months we are in what is 
typically the hunger season, 
both in Sudan and South 
Sudan, and obviously the im¬ 
pact on those populations is 
potentially very serious.” 

South Sudan — which de¬ 


clared independence from for¬ 
mer civil war enemies in north 
Sudan in July — is already reel¬ 
ing from multiple crises, in¬ 
cluding ethnic clashes, rebel 
attacks and some 3 million 
people needing food aid. 

Over 80,000 refugees have 
already fled Sudan’s civil war 
regions of Southern Kordofan 
and Blue Nile since last June, 
where Khartoum is battling 
rebel forces formerly allied to 
the now independent South 
Sudanese army. 


As of July 1, new buses from 
International, a U.S. Company, 
will go into services featuring 
a new Smart Card System, 
which will precipitate a new 
tariff. Commuters and others 
frequently deploying the bus 
system can purchase a Smart 
Card at Arubus headquarters in 
Wayaca for 7.50 Aruban 
florins. These cards can be 
recharged at any number of 
stations that will be set up at 
various outlets, similar to those 
that now contain vending ma¬ 
chines for phone cards. 

Buses will still take cash 
for the occasional user. Fares 
will rise as of July 1 from 2.25 
Aruban florins per ride to 4.00 
Aruban florins and there will 
no longer be round trip tickets 
sold at a discount. 

The Aruban government sub¬ 
sidizes the island’s mass transit 
system, but even with that, ris¬ 
ing operating costs and a staff 
of over 100 employees with 
contracted cost of living pay 
increases still had the company 
operating at a deficit; the price 
of fuel is a mitigating factor in 
the increased tariff 

Signing the Loan Agree¬ 
ment, which was facilitated by 
the offices of the Minister of 
Transport, were Frendsel Giel, 
Director of AIB and Gerald 
Croes, Chief Executive Corpo¬ 
rate Loan Officer, and on be¬ 
half of Arubus, Managing

Occupy DC defies ban, hoists 'tent 
of dreams' 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Oc¬ 
cupy DC protesters defied a 
threatened police clampdown 
on their tent colony yesterday 
by pitching a massive "tent of 
dreams" in the park near the 
White House they took over 
four months ago. 

With several hundred cheer¬ 
ing supporters looking on, but 
no police in sight, they hoisted 
a deep-blue tarpaulin over an 
equestrian statue of Civil War 
general James McPherson in 
the downtown Washington 
square that bears his name. 

Under the tarp, and sur¬ 
rounding the granite base of 
the statue, were about 18 
smaller tents and pet igloos, as 
well as sleeping bags, signal¬ 
ing Occupy DC’s intention to 
stay put and defy the National 

Brazil earmarks $500,000 to help 
resettle Haitians 

set in motion special measures 
to assist them. 

On January 10, the govern¬ 
ment of President Dilma 
Rousseff, who is scheduled to 
visit Port-au-Prince tomorrow, 
granted residence visas to the 
4,000 undocumented Haitians 
immigrants already in the 
country, while vowing to crack 
down on people-smuggling 
from the desperately poor 
Caribbean nation. 

Authorities also set a limit of 
1,200 five-year work visas an¬ 
nually for the Haitians, in addi¬ 
tion to visas granted for tourism, 
study or temporary work. 

Haitian and Bolivian mi¬ 
grants have been flocking to 
Brazil, Latin America’s domi¬ 
nant economy, lured by ongo¬ 
ing massive infrastructure 
projects linked to the country’s 
hosting of the 2014 football 
World Cup and the 2016 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics. 


BRASILIA (AFP) - The 
Brazilian government has allo¬ 
cated more than $500,000 in 
fresh aid for the more than 
4,000 Haitian immigrants who 
are being granted permanent 
residence visas, an official an¬ 
nouncement said yesterday. 

The official Agenda Brasil 
said $517,000 dollars would 
go to the northern states of 
Acre and Amazonas which 
border Peru and which have 
seen an influx of undocu- 


vastating earthquake in their 
homeland two years ago. 

Some 15 percent of Haiti’s 
entire population of almost 10 
million were either killed or 
displaced by the January 12, 
2010 quake, one of the worst 
natural disasters of modern 
times. 

Most of the Haitians have 
crossed into Brazil over the 
past few weeks in precarious 
health conditions and in search 
of work, forcing authorities to

Colombia rejects private 
funds to free hostages 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The Colom¬ 
bian government refused yes¬ 
terday to seek private funding 
to pay ransom for the release 
of five policemen and a soldier 
kidnapped by FARC guerrillas. 

The ransom was suggested 
by a non-govermental organi¬ 
zation to which the rebel group 
pledged to deliver the hostages. 

FARC, whose name trans¬ 
lates to Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, is a Marx- 
ist-Leninist revolutionary 
guerrilla group. 

"Frankly, it is not necessary 
seek funding for anything," 
Defense Minister Juan Carlos 
Pinzon told reporters. "If they 
tell us tomorrow where the 
hostages are, we could send 
military helicopters or any air¬ 
craft." 

Pinzon was responding to 
former senator Piedad Cor¬ 
doba, director of Colombians 
for Peace, who on Sunday 
called on business leaders to 
contribute the ransom money 


for the hostages. 

She made the appeal after 
the Colombian government re¬ 
jected the idea of using foreign 
military aircraft and crews to 
help in a rescue effort. 

Pinzon said, "The important 
thing is that the government is 
always ready, with all its ca¬ 
pacity, to bring these people 
safe and sound to their homes 
as soon as possible." 

In late December, FARC 
agreed to deliver six of the 
hostages to Colombians for 
Peace from among a group of 
at least 11 police and soldiers 
they continue to hold. 

"Let them go now, we’ll 
come get them and use the se¬ 
curity procedures that we lack," 
Pinzon said yesterday. "That is 
the will of the government." 

The defense minister said 
representatives of the Interna¬ 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross have studied the situa¬ 
tion for several weeks. 


Freeze kills dozens in 


eastern Europe 


Freezing weather has killed 
dozens of people in central and 
eastern Europe over the past 
few days and temperatures are 
set to drop even further, au¬ 
thorities warned yesterday. 

In Poland, police said 10 
died over the weekend as tem¬ 
peratures plunged to minus 27 
degrees Celsius (minus 16 
Fahrenheit), raising the death 
toll from exposure to 46 since 
the start of the winter, which 
had been unusually mild up till 
now. 

The Ukraine’s health min¬ 
istry said 18 people have died 
of hypothermia in the last four 
days. Most of them were 
homeless who froze to death in 
the streets or old people who 
died in their flats or after hos¬ 
pitalisation. 

Police also reported that at 
least three people died of expo¬ 


sure over the weekend in the 
Baltic state of Lithuania. 

In the Czech Republic, a 
26-year-old man was found 
frozen to death on Saturday. 

Forecasters have warned 
temperatures are likely to 
plunge to minus 30C in the 
country this week, after hitting 
minus 20C (minus 4F) in some 
places Sunday. 

In Slovakia a 63-year-old 
man was found dead outside 
his house. 

In Bulgaria, five died in 
snow storms last week, local 
media reported yesterday. 

Four more people died over 
the past 24 hours in Romania, 
the health ministry said, rais¬ 
ing the overall death toll to six 

An 81 -year-old woman was 
found dead in her own home in 
Serbia, a news agency said 
yesterday..

Trafigura director can be 
prosecuted says Dutch 
court 


Salvage delay worries residents of 
Italy's shipwreck island 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court ruled yesterday 
that multinational oil trader 
Trafigura’s French co-founder 
could be prosecuted for illegal 
export of toxic waste, later 
dumped in Ivory Coast after a 
stopover in the Netherlands. 

"The Amsterdam Appeals 
Court decided today that Trafi¬ 
gura director Claude Dauphin 
can be prosecuted," the court 
said in a statement, adding "he 
is alleged to have led the... il¬ 
legal export of waste by 
Trafigura." 

The Amsterdam regional 
court decided in 2008 not to 
prosecute Dauphin — who in 
1993 founded the petrol tanker 
company and remains one of 
its directors. 

Prosecutors appealed the 
court’s decision but were 
turned down, resulting in an¬ 
other appeal being lodged and 
the Supreme Court referring 
the case to the Amsterdam Ap¬ 
peals Court, which reviewed 
the original decision. 


On December 23 it upheld 
a million-euro fine against 
Trafigura for violating EU 
laws on the import and export 
of toxic waste on board the 
ship Probo Koala, which was 
prevented from offloading the 
residues for treatment in Ams¬ 
terdam’s port on July 2, 2006. 
The shipment was conse¬ 
quently redirected to Abidjan 
and dumped on public waste 
tips around the city. 

Trafigura, which denies any 
link between the waste and 
subsequent deaths, reached out 
of court settlements for 33 mil¬ 
lion euros and 152 million 
euros in Britain and Ivory 
Coast that exempted it from 
legal proceedings. 

But a United Nations report 
published in September 2009 
found "strong" evidence blam¬ 
ing the waste for at least 15 
deaths and several hospitalisa¬ 
tions. The dumping caused 17 
deaths and thousands of cases 
of poisoning, Ivorian judges 
said. 


ROME (AFP) - Residents of 
the Italian island of Giglio yes¬ 
terday voiced concern for their 
livelihoods after officials said 
it could take 10 months to re¬ 
move the wreck of a cruise 
ship blighting the tourist hot¬ 
spot. 

The population on the Tus¬ 
can island swells from 800 to 
5,000 in the summer months as 
tourists flock to swim, snorkel 
and dive in the crystal-clear 
waters, but islanders fear the 
beached ship and pollution 
risks may put off tourists. 

"Take the ship away, for 
fuck’s sake!" read a banner 
hung on a local hotel by resi¬ 
dents, echoing a coast guard’s 
frantic order to the captain of 
the Costa Concordia on the 
night of the disaster to get back 
onto the ship. 

An audio recording of the 
heated telephone exchange be¬ 
tween the coast guard and cap¬ 
tain Francesco Schettino — in 
which the former yells "get 
back on board, for fuck’s sake!" 
— has received more than 2.327 
million You Tube hits.

”I will deliver a speech” to the Senate’s Sub¬ 
committee on European Affairs, 31-year-old 
Yevgeniya Carr, Tymoshenko’s only child, told 
AFP by phone ahead of her visit to Washington. 

”Our side will have an opportunity to tell the 
truth of how political prisoners are treated in the 
Ukraine. We will spread as much as possible in¬ 
formation about the way the country’s authori¬ 
ties deal with their political opponents.” 

Senators are due to discuss the situation in 
the Ukraine on Wednesday.

Haiti judge seeks 'Baby Doc' 
embezzlement trial 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Former Haitian dictator Jean- 
Claude Duvalier should face 
trial for alleged embezzlement 
during his 15-year rule, the in¬ 
vestigating judge said yester¬ 
day. 

The judge, Jean Carves, 
told AFP that the former dicta¬ 
tor, known as "Baby Doc," 
should not face charges for the 
time-being for allegations of 
crimes against humanity. 

The ex-dictator, who re¬ 
turned to Haiti in 2011 after 25 
years of exile in France, will 


fight the corruption charges, 
his lawyer Frizto Canton said. 

He said Duvalier "has al¬ 
ready been judged three times" 
on these charges in France and 
Switzerland and cannot be re¬ 
tried for the same accusations. 

Duvalier, 60, led a brutal 
dictatorship in the impove¬ 
rished Caribbean nation from 
1971 to 1986 before being dri¬ 
ven out of office and the coun¬ 
try. He is the son of Francois 
"Papa Doc" Duvalier, who 
ruled Haiti from 1957 until he 
died in 1971.

Drug firms sign up to new 
tropicai disease fight 



(AFP) - Key players in the 
pharmaceutical industry 
pledged on Monday to do¬ 
nate 14 billion drug treat¬ 
ments as part of a new, 
global push to eradicate trop¬ 
ical diseases. 

Thirteen companies in¬ 
cluding Novartis and Glaxo¬ 
SmithKline have committed 
to the programme being led 



by the United States, Britain 
and United Arab Emirates 
governments, the Bill & 
Melinda Gates Foundation 
and the World Bank. 

The drugs will target suffer¬ 
ers of so-called Neglected 
Tropical Diseases (NTDs) 
such as leprosy and sleeping 
sickness which together affect 
1.4 billion people, most of 
them among the world's poor¬ 
est. 

The initiative, which aims 
to eliminate or get under con¬ 
trol 10 NTDs by 2020, will 
also see an estimated $785 
million (598 million euros) 
spent on research and devel¬ 
opment that could lead to new 
treatments, the Gates Founda¬ 


tion said. 

"With the boost to this mo¬ 
mentum being made today, I 
am confident almost all of 
these diseases can be elimi¬ 
nated or controlled by the 
end of this decade," said 
World Health Organisation 
chief Margaret Chan in a 
statement. 

The WTO had previously 
called for a boost in resources 
to fight tropical diseases. 

GlaxoSmithKline chief ex¬ 
ecutive Sir Andrew Witty said 
the battle needed a joint ap¬ 
proach. 

"No one company or organ¬ 
isation can do it alone," he 
said in a statement on behalf 
of the pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies involved. 

"Today we pledge to work 
hand-in-hand to revolutionize 
the way we fight these dis¬ 
eases now and in the future." 

As part of the push, Novar¬ 
tis said it would extend its do¬ 
nation of drugs to treat 
leprosy, expected to reach 
850,000 patients. 


(AFP) - Measuring blood 
pressure on both arms rather 
than only one can reveal an el¬ 
evated risk of heart disease or 
even death, according to a 
study released Monday. 

In a review of medical liter¬ 
ature, researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Exeter found that a 
difference in the so-called 
systolic blood pressure be¬ 
tween arms can be a useful in¬ 
dicator of the likelihood of 
heart trouble. 

People with high blood 
pressure — also called hyper¬ 
tension — have an increased 
risk of developing heart dis¬ 
ease, stroke, kidney disease 
and dementia, previous re¬ 
search has shown. 

High blood pressure is de¬ 
fined by the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation (WHO) as 140 
over 90 millimetres of mer¬ 
cury or more. Mercury is used 
in blood-pressure gauges. 

The first number measures 
maximum heart pressure (sys¬ 
tolic), while the second meas¬ 
ures pressure when the heart 


is in a resting phase (dias¬ 
tolic). 

Published in the British 
medical journal The Lancet, 
the findings suggest that both- 
arm blood pressure checks 
should become standard prac¬ 
tise, the researchers said. 

The probe reviewed 28 
studies with data on the differ¬ 
ence in systolic blood pres¬ 
sure between arms. 

They concluded that a gap 
of 15mm of mercury or more 
was linked with an increased 
risk of the narrowing and 
hardening of the arteries that 
supply blood to the legs and 
feet. 

It was also associated with 
pre-existing cerebrovascular 
disease, which affects blood 
supply to the brain and can 
contribute to dementia. 

Above this threshold, death 
rates due to cardiovascular 
problems likewise went up. 

Most such cases are "clini¬ 
cally silent" and double-arm 
checks would better identify 
those at risk, the study said.

TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese sei- 
entists are studying how radi¬ 
ation has affeeted plants and 
animals living near the erip- 
pled Fukushima nuelear plant, 
aeeording to an offieial. 

Researehers are examining 
field miee, red pine trees, a 
eertain type of shellfish and 
other wild flora and fauna in 
and around the 20 kilometre 
(12 mile) no-go zone sur¬ 
rounding the plant, an Envi¬ 
ronment Ministry offieial said 
on Monday. 

They will also grow seeds 
from plant samples and moni¬ 
tor the offspring of animals in 
the researeh. 


The study began in Novem¬ 
ber and an initial report on the 
findings is expeeted in Mareh, 
he said. 

The Fukushima Daiiehi nu¬ 
elear power plant, some 220 
kilometres north of Tokyo, 
suffered blasts and fires after 
the Mareh 11 quake and 
tsunami erippled its eooling 
systems, releasing radiation 
into the environment. 

Parts of the exelusion zone 
are expeeted to be reelassified 
to allow people to move baek 
to their homes over the next 
few years, but other areas are 
expeeted to be uninhabitable 
for several deeades.

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Aruba money supply increases 


Summary of the Monthly Bulletin of 
November 2011 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of November 2011 that 
the money supply grew by Afl. 
32 million to Afl. 3,242.6 mil¬ 
lion at the end of November 
2011, resulting from an Afl. 
45.2 million increase in net 
foreign assets (excluding 
revaluation differences of gold 
and foreign exchange hold¬ 
ings) which was partially off¬ 
set by an Afl. 13.2 million 
decline in the domestic com¬ 
ponent of the money supply. 
The shrinkage in net domestic 
assets was attributable to an 
Afl. 21.5 million decrease in 
net claims on the public sector. 
Furthermore, non-credit re¬ 
lated balance sheet items and 
claims on the private sector ex¬ 
panded by, respectively, Afl. 
6.9 million and Afl. 1.4 mil¬ 
lion (+0.1 percent), the latter 
mainly due to higher housing 
mortgages. Business loans, on 
the other hand, fell by Afl. 1.8 
million (-0.2 percent). 


Tax revenue for the month 
of November 2011 amounted 
to Afl. 81.2 million, a growth 
of Afl. 17 million (+26.5 per¬ 
cent), compared to the same 
month of the previous year. 
The most significant increases 
were registered in the cate¬ 
gories profit ta-x (+Afl. 9.0 
million), foreign exchange tax 
(+Afl. 3.5 million), and taxes 
on commodities (+Afl. 4.3 
million), related chiefly to a 
rise in excises on gasoline 
(+Afl. 4.7 million). 

The number of stay-over 
visitors reached 66,799 in No¬ 
vember 2011, i.e., 5.6 percent 
(+3,557 visitors) more than 
November 2010. The year-to- 
date number of stay-over visi¬ 
tors grew by 5.7 percent 
compared to the same period 
(January - November) of 
2010, largely due to 2,285 
more visitors from Latin 
America (Venezuela and Ar¬ 
gentina) and 521 more visitors 
from Europe (Italy and Scan¬ 
dinavia). Eventhough cruise 


tourism posted 15,140 less 
passengers compared to No¬ 
vember 2010, Aruba wel¬ 
comed 43,441 more 
passengers in the period Janu¬ 
ary - November 2011, com¬ 
pared to the same period last 
year. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for November 2011 reg¬ 
istered a 6.2 percent rise, com¬ 
pared to the same month of 

2010. The main components 
that contributed to this acceler¬ 
ation were transport and food. 
When excluding the effects of 
the energy (which partly affect 
the housing and transport com¬ 
ponents) and food compo¬ 
nents, the CPI showed a 1.5 
percent increase compared to 
November 2010. The rise in 
the core CPI can be attributed 
to a surge in the prices of trans¬ 
port, restaurant and hotels 
(catering services), and recre¬ 
ation & culture. The 12-month 
average inflation rate reached 
3.8 percent in November 

2011. 


China exports broke trade rules: WTO 
appeal body 


GENEVA(AFP) - The World 
Trade Organization yesterday 
upheld its ruling that Chinese 
restrictions on key raw mate¬ 
rial exports broke trade rules 
following an appeal by Bei¬ 
jing- 

China must bring its duty 
and export quota measures on 
elements including magnesium 
and zinc into line with its 
WTO obligations, an appeal 
body said. 

The WTO found in favour 
of the United States, European 
Union and Mexico in July fol¬ 
lowing a complaint that China 
had failed to meet the promises 
it made when joining the body. 

They argued that restric¬ 
tions on the export of the ma¬ 
terials, some of which cannot 
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be found outside China, 
pushed up prices on the foreign 
market and lowered costs for 
domestic producers. 

In its defence Beijing said 
measures on some were justi¬ 
fied to conserve its natural re¬ 
sources. Officials launched an 
appeal on August 31. 

The dispute centers on 
bauxite, coking coal, fluorspar. 


magnesium, manganese, sili¬ 
con metal, silicon carbide, yel¬ 
low phosphorus and zinc — 
many of them vital to the 
chemical and metal industries 
for producing things like me¬ 
dicines, fridges and juice cans. 

Both the United States and 
the European Union claimed 
victory after the publication of 
the appeal body’s report. 


EU executive dangles money 
if national job plans match 
cash 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
executive yesterday dangled 
what it said was 82 billion 
euros of unclaimed funds from 
the bloc’s budget that could be 
used to kick-start growth and 
job creation if matched by 
money at national level. 

’’There is quite a large sum 
of money still to be allocated 
under the structural funds — 82 
billion euros in total,” Euro¬ 
pean Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Barroso told leaders at 
an EU summit, according to a 
presentation placed online by 
staff. 

Barroso told the leaders that 
”at least some of this money 
could be redirected into SME 


lending programs,” referring to 
small- and medium-sized en¬ 
terprises. 

’’The funds are there, use 
them,” Barroso said after talks 
with Spanish premier Mariano 
Rajoy. 

He said Spain could unlock 
10.4 billion euros in this way, 
Italy 8.0 billion euros, Greece 
4.3 billion euros and non-euro 
member Britain 1.4 billion 
euros. Powerhouse economy 
Germany could grab 5.8 bil¬ 
lion euros. 

But there is that catch — 
local authorities would need to 
match such funding, which 
will not be easy to decide at a 
time of austerity budgets.

France cuts 2012 growth 
forecast 



PARIS - The 
French govern¬ 
ment yesterday 
halved its 2012 
growth forecast, 
piling more pres¬ 
sure on Nicolas 
Sarkozy a day after 
the president un¬ 
veiled a raft of 
measures he hopes 
will jumpstart the 
economy. 

The downward 
revision from 1.0 
percent to 0.5 per¬ 
cent was made to 
’’take into account 
the deterioration of 
the economic situa¬ 
tion,” Prime Minis¬ 
ter Francois Fillon 
told reporters. 

But Fillon in¬ 
sisted that ’’growth will take 
off again in the eurozone and 
particularly in France before 
the end of the first half of the 
year” largely thanks to meas¬ 
ures taken to fight the sover¬ 
eign debt crisis. 

The announcement came 
as European Union leaders met 
in Brussels for a summit 
mainly aimed at finalising a 
new pact to toughen budget 
discipline and finding ways to 


relaunch growth and create 
jobs as recession looms large 
over Europe. 

Sarkozy is facing a presi¬ 
dential election in three 
months that he is tipped to lose 
to his Socialist rival Francois 
Hollande. 

Sarkozy’s supporters say he 
believes the reforms will show 
that, unlike Hollande, he is 
courageous enough to do the 
dirty work to save France from 
economic meltdown.

Top chefs go back to basics 



'Dragon Tattoo' 
cancelled in India 
over nudity 


MADRID (AFP) - Wild herbs, 
leaves and even giant ants and 
tarantulas are in demand by the 
world’s top chefs who are put¬ 
ting a renewed focus on tradi¬ 
tional recipes and the use of 
locally sourced raw ingredi¬ 
ents. 

A number of leading chefs 
at last week’s Madrid Fusion, 
an annual gastronomy fair, 
said they preferred to use pri¬ 
mary products on their cre¬ 
ations — and are in some cases 
even gathering them them¬ 
selves. 

Swedish chef Magnus Ek 
said he gathers leaves, bark 
and wild herbs each morning 
from the grounds around his 
award-winning restaurant, 
Oaxen Skargardskrog, on the 
Swedish island of Oaxen, for 
use in his recipes. 

His restaurant is part of a 
Scandinavian gastronomic 
revolution that defends the use 
of local cooking traditions. 
The movement is led by Dan¬ 


ish chef Rene Redzepi, whose 
restaurant Noma in Copen¬ 
hagen is currently regarded by 
food critics as the world’s best. 

The raw materials used at 
Noma are all local — either for¬ 
aged from the sea, the shore or 
the forest — or grown by or¬ 
ganic producers. Redzepi re¬ 
fuses to use air transport to 
subvert the natural rhythm of 
the seasons. 

Biodiversity offers cooks 
unlimited possibilities, said 
Venezuelan chef Nelson 
Mendez, adding that he had 
discovered in the foods eaten 
by Amazon Indians a ’’large 
pantry” of flavours little 
known by the ’’white man”. 

Mendez gave up preparing 
French cuisine at luxury hotel 
restaurants in Caracas a decade 
ago to move to Puerto Ayacu- 
cho in the Venezuelan Ama¬ 
zon. 

From the town he supplies 
himself with the products that 
are gathered and grown by 


three local indigenous commu¬ 
nities — the Piaroa, the 
Yanomami and the Bare. 

”In their cuisine they use 
jungle insects, palm worms, 
tarantulas and vachacos, which 
are giant ants,” said Mendez 
who is a Bare. 

He acknowledges that the 
use of these ingredients ’’can 
be a cultural shock for a West¬ 
erner” so he tries to combine 
these ’’atypical products” with 
classic recipes. 

The indigenous tribes of the 
Amazon eat giant tarantulas 
that are roasted. Mendez, how¬ 
ever, transforms them into an 
encrusted croquette that is 
served with a spicy guava 
sauce. 

Palm worms are trans¬ 
formed into a mousse that is 
baked, wrapped in a puff pas¬ 
try made with cassava flour. 

’’There are a variety of fruits 
and animal species in the 
Amazon that are not very well 
known,” said Mendez, who ad¬ 
vocates for the need to develop 
sustainable cuisine with a 
smaller environmental impact. 

”We are not going to plun¬ 
der this pantry, I would say it 
does not have one Michelin 
star but ten.” 

Ek is confident that ’’re¬ 
gional cuisines” are poised for 
a huge comeback. 

’’People are very proud of 
the dishes which have been 
prepared for generations. Of 
course they want to reform it 
but also preserve its roots,” he 
said. 


(AFP) - Sony Pictures will not 
release its blockbuster movie 
’’The Girl with The Dragon 
Tattoo” in India after censors 
demanded that scenes showing 
’’bare bottoms” be blurred. 

The Hollywood film star¬ 
ring Daniel Craig about a jour¬ 
nalist’s search for a woman 
missing for 40 years was due 
to be released on February 10, 
but it ran into problems with 
India’s Central Board of Film 
Certification (CBFC). 

’’Bare bottom and bare- 
breast scenes are not allowed 
in India,” J.P Singh, an official 
at CBFC, told AFP 

”We objected to several 
scenes in ’The Girl with The 
Dragon Tattoo’ and wanted 
them to be blurred.” 

Sony Pictures in India ac¬ 
knowledged in a statement 
sent to AFP on Monday that it 
would not compromise on the 


content of the film, which has 
grossed 185 million dollars 
worldwide. 

’’The Censor Board has ad¬ 
judged the film unsuitable for 
public viewing in its unaltered 
form,” the statement said. 

’’And while we are commit¬ 
ted to maintaining and protect¬ 
ing the vision of the director, 
we will, as always, respect the 
guidelines set by the board.” 

The movie directed by 
David Fincher, whose previ¬ 
ous hits include ’’Fight Club” 
and ’’The Social Network”, is 
the first US interpretation of a 
hugely popular book series by 
late Swedish writer Stieg Lars- 
son. 

Over 1,700 foreign films 
are released in India every year 
after passing certification tests 
by India’s powerful censor 
board.

MANILA (AFP) - The influ¬ 
ential Catholic church in the 
Philippines said Monday it had 
asked boxing superstar Manny 
Pacquiao to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of NFL hero Tim Tebow 
and become a ’’bible ambassa¬ 
dor”. 

Bishop Pablo Virgilio 
David, who presides over the 
Catholic Bishops’ Conference 
of the Philippines’ (CBCP) 
bible ministry, said church 
leaders had approached Pac¬ 
quiao with the idea, but re¬ 
ceived no feedback from the 
32-year-old fighter. 

”We asked him to partner 
with us in promoting the read¬ 
ing of the Bible among 
Catholics,” David told re¬ 
porters. 

”We told him: ’You would 


ROME (AFP) - Juventus have 
been fined once again for 
racist chanting by their fans 
during Saturday’s 2-1 victory 
against Udinese in Serie A. 

Colombian wing-back 
Pablo Armero and Cape 
Verde-born Switzerland mid¬ 
fielder Gelson Fernandes were 
the victims of racist chanting 
during both the first and sec¬ 
ond half 

Juve have been hit with a 
10,000-euro fine, the same 
amount they were docked in 
October after racist chanting 
during their win at Inter Milan. 

The Old Lady of Turin’s 
fans have a sorry record when 
it comes to racist chants as 
they regularly abused Man¬ 
chester City striker Mario 
Balotelli — an Italian of 
Ghanaian origin - during his 
Inter days. 

In 2008/09 Juve had to play 
a match behind closed doors 
after their fans racially abused 
Balotelli following a contro¬ 
versial incident during the 
team’s clash with Inter. 

That seemed to anger and 


be a big help to us 
brother Manny’, but he 
has not pledged his 
partnership yet.” 

He said Pacquiao 
could follow the exam¬ 
ple of the Philippine- 
born National Football 
League star Tebow, a 
devout Christian 
dubbed by some in the 
press as ’’God’s quarter¬ 
back.” 

”Tim Tebow became 
very popular by pro¬ 
moting the word of 
God,” David said. 
’’Some have referred to 
Manny Pacquiao as the 
Tim Tebow of the Philip¬ 
pines.” 

Tebow, born in Manila in 
1987 to a Baptist missionary 
couple, has emerged as Amer¬ 
ica’s hottest football star with 
his come-from-behind heroics 
for the Broncos. 

Tebow has been very vocal 
about his Christianity and re¬ 
cently pledged to help fund a 
$3 million hospital in the 
southern Philippines. 

Pacquiao is regarded as one 
of the greatest boxers in his¬ 
tory, amassing a 54-3 win-loss 
record with two drawn bouts. 
He holds a record eight world 
titles in as many weight divi¬ 
sions. 

Pacquiao, who is also a 
politician and recently elected 


galvanise certain sections of 
the Juve support who pro¬ 
ceeded to regularly target 
Balotelli, even when not play¬ 
ing against his team. 

The next season the club 
was punished four times, in¬ 
cluding a partial stand closure 
once, for fans anti-Balotelli 
chants. 

That season they were hit

player, Samuel Eto’o, had been 


to the Philippines’ lower house 
of parliament, often cites God 
as the source of his success, 
and wears a rosary around his 
neck before and after his 
fights. 

But the ultra-rich sportsman 
has not escaped intrigue, and 
reports of him womanising 
and gambling have become 
rich tabloid fodder. 

In an interview with Philip¬

”If I had died last year or in 
the last two years. I’m sure I 
would have gone straight to 
hell. My faith in Him was 
there, 100 percent, but behind 
it, after prayers, I would still 
do evil things.” 

Pacquiao said he now im¬ 
mersed himself in Bible study 
and spent more time when not 
in training with wife Jinkee 
and his four children, accord¬ 
ing to ABS-CBN. 


mistaken for having a racial 
nature.

NBA: Heat burn Bulls in East finals 
rematch 


MIAMI (AFP) - The Miami 
Heat won the battle of the 
Eastern Conference giants on 
Sunday beating the Chicago 
Bulls 97-93 behind a 
sparkling 3 5-point perform¬ 
ance from LeBron James. 

It marked the first game 


between the teams since the 
Heat eliminated the Bulls in 
five games during the semi¬ 
finals of last year's playoffs. 

"In many regards it was a 
typical Miami-Chicago bas¬ 
ketball game," said Miami 
coach Erik Spoelstra. "To get 


NBA: Lakers beat 
'Wolves to reverse 
road fortunes

MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers reversed 
their recent road fortunes with 
a victory at Minnesota on Sun¬ 
day, holding off the tenacious 
Timberwolves for a 106-101 
NBA triumph. 

Kobe Bryant scored 35 
points and Pau Gasol added 28 
as the Lakers also ended a 
team-record streak of 13 
straight games of less than 100 
points. 

Bryant set a Lakers record 
in the second quarter when he 


made his 9,936th career 
field goal, passing Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar atop the club 
career list. 

He finished by making 14 
of his 29 attempts from the 
floor and has a career total 
of 9,946 field goals. 

The Lakers superstar, 
however, was more pleased 
to get a rare road victory, 
just the team's second in 
nine away games in this 
lockout-shortened season. 

"Hopefully we can take 
this and learn from it," said 
Bryant, who thought the 
Lakers played better than 
they did in a loss to the Mil¬ 
waukee Bucks on Saturday 
night. 

However, the Lakers still 
have plenty of things to 
work on after seeing an 18- 
point third-quarter lead evapo¬ 
rate. 

Minnesota edged ahead late 
in the fourth, but the Lakers 
held on as Bryant and Gasol 
played the entire second half 

"We just executed pretty 
well," Bryant said of the Lak¬ 
ers' response to the Timber- 
wolves' late surge. 

However, he was concerned 
that the Timberwolves out-re- 
bounded the Lakers 52-41 — 
and dominated 24-7 in offen¬ 
sive rebounds. 


the win showed some tough¬ 
ness and resiliency." 

Former two-time league 
Most Valuable Player James 
also had 11 rebounds and five 
assists for the Heat who have 
won four in a row and seven 
of their last eight games over¬ 
all. 

Chris Bosh finished with 
24 points and 12 rebounds 
while Dwyane Wade had 15 
points for Miami who are 
now one game back of the 
Bulls in the conference stand¬ 
ings. 

Reigning NBA MVP Der¬ 
rick Rose had 34 points, six 
rebounds and six assists for 
Chicago who have a league 
best 17 wins to go with just 
five losses. 

Bosh helped clinch the 
victory by sinking two last 
free throws for Miami. 

The Bulls were behind by 
eight points with just over 


two minutes left in the fourth 
but cut the margin to one 
point when Rose drained a 
three pointer with 49 seconds 
to play. 

Rose had a chance to give 
Chicago the lead late but 
missed two free throws and a 
jump shot as the Heat held 
for the victory. 

"Both teams have compet¬ 
itive players," Spoelstra said. 
"And you get into a game like 
this in the trenches, at the line 
of scrimmage. You'll get 
some skirmishes. And they 
were clean skirmishes. Both 
teams try to do it with force." 

Wade was playing in his 
second game for the Heat 
after missing six with a 
sprained right ankle. 

He shot four of 16 from 
the field and made seven of 
10 free throws. He also came 
up with seven assists.

NFL: Brady chases history as 
Giants chase him 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
While Tom Brady is chasing 
Super Bowl history next Sun¬ 
day, the New York Giants are 
going to be chasing him all 
over the gridiron. 

How well the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots star quarterback 
eludes the pursuers and 
throws to his receivers will 
likely play a major role in 
whether or not Brady can 
match an all-time record with 
his fourth Super Bowl vic¬ 
tory. 

Brady will equal the Super 
Bowl quarterback record five 
starts of former Denver star 
John Elway. But can he equal 
the record of four victories of 
boyhood idol Joe Montana of 
San Francisco and Pittsburgh 
legend Terry Bradshaw? 

"I haven't given much 
thought to any records. This 
game is more about the chal¬ 
lenge the Giants give us," 
Brady said. 


"It all comes down to 
preparation and going out 
there with confidence. WeVe 
had a couple of good days of 
practice trying to understand 
the Giants' defense. We've 
got to work hard on that this 
week." 

The Patriots will face the 
Giants in Super Bowl 46 in a 
domed stadium at chilly Indi¬ 
anapolis, a rematch of the 
2008 championship spectacle 
in which New York edged 
New England to deny the Pa¬ 
triots an unbeaten title run. 

"I remember we lost and 
that still burns some of us," 
Patriots blocker Logan 
Mankins said. "We can learn 
a lot from that." 

New England won the 
Super Bowl in 2002, 2004 
and 2005, all under Brady's 
direction, just as the 2008 
loss was, thanks in part to a 
Giants defensive unit that 
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kept Brady under pressure 
throughout the game. 

"It has been a strength of 
their team for as long as I can 
remember," Brady said. 
"They really go after the 
passer. 

"Any time you can limit 
the quarterback the time it 
takes to make accurate reads 
and accurate throws, it's 
much more challenging." 

Brady threw for a per¬ 
sonal-best 5,235 yards and 39 
touchdowns this season, 
making the Patriots the top 
yardage gainers in American 
football by quickly analyzing 
and picking apart defensive 
schemes. 

New York will counter 
with pass rushers Justin Tuck 
and Osi Umenyiora, whose 
job will be to make certain 
Brady does not have enough 
time to find his receivers.
